AMSTERDAM, The _ Nether- 
lands, Feb. 2—Mountainous new 
tides rolled in upon Europe's bat- 
tered coasts today, bringing fresh 
peril to lands which already have 
counted more than 885 dead in 
a weekend of hurricane and flood. 
The toll may pass the 1000 mark 
when all bodies are recovered. 

Towering waves pounded 
through dikes at 70 places and 
covered a sixth of Holland with 
salt water, bringing the country’s 
worst disaster since the fifteenth 
century. The death toll according 
to the best available count 
mounted to 464. 

Britain counted 402 dead—255 
in floods, 132 in the sinking of 
the ferry Princess Victoria and 15 
in the disappearance of a British 
trawler. Belgium had 22 drown-

One man paddled to safety on a 
table. 

Canvey island, 25 miles down 
the Thames estuary from Lon- 
don, reported at least 100 
drowned and 500 missing. Snow 
began to fall there, adding to the 
misery of the flood victims. 

A fleet ‘of small boats made 
trip after trip into flooded Can- 
vey, called “the island of death. 
Families huddled on _ rooftops 
awaiting rescue. They were taken 
to nearby Benfleet, a town of 17,- 
000 that began to resemble a war 
refugee center. Many families 
were wiped out or broken, 

A United States Third Air 
Force spokesman said the dead 
in England included six Amer- 
icans—all drowned at their homes 
in the area of the United States 
bomber base at Sculthorpe, near 
Hunstanston on the North Sea 
coast of Lincolnshire. 

Battle of the Dikes. / 

In Holland, where much of the 
country is under sea level, some 
of it as much as 21 feet below, all 
resources were mobilized for the 
battle of the dikes. These are 
made of clay, tree branches, stone 
and asphalt. They have kept back 
the North Sea for centuries, per- 
mitting the Dutch to grow rich 
crops in the exposed bottomland 
and build prosperous cities on sea 


beds. 

Breaching Holland’s historic 
dikes in countless places, the 
floodwaters poured inland. Hard- 
est hit were the provinces of Zee- 
land and Northern Brabant, in 
southern Holland, the Frisian Isle 
of Texel, and the Island of Wal- 
cheren, at the mouth of the West 
Scheldt.

Thirteen others were listed as 
missing and feared drowned in 
the flood waters of the North Sea 
which combined with the fury of 
the north wind and almost swept 
away the American settlement. 

American authorities said the 
final American toll would be even 
igher. 

Six American Dead Identified. 

The known American dead in 
the Hunstanton morgue were 
identified as Airman 1-C Maynard 
W. Martin; Sgt. Russell Martin 
(no relation) and his two sons, 
Wayne, 1, and Russell Jr., 2%; 
Mrs. Rose W. Richardson, wife of 
an Air Force sergeant, and her 
son, Joseph Neill Richardson, 7. 

The bodies of the two Ameri- 
cans at Heaclam have not been 
identified. 

Col. W. W. Martindale, who 
commanded American rescue 
workers, said all hope had been 
abandoned for finding anyone in 
the area alive. 

“It is safe to assume that no 
life exists in the devastated area,” 
Col. Martindale said. “We are try- 
ing to search by foot and with 
amphibious weasels. It isn’t a res- 
cue operation now; it’s just a 
search for bodies.” 

The American settlement was 
a development of seaside cottages 
and bungalows near the United 
States bomber-base at Sculthorpe, 
about 100 miles north of London. 
Five hundred American families 
lived here and in neighboring 
Heacham—14 miles from the air 
base. 

Today the settlement had van- 
ished from sight, leaving’ only 
jagged wreckage poking above 
muddy waters. 

8 Britons Dead, 20 Missing. 

There were at least eight Brit- 
ons dead in Hunstanton, and 
about 20 others missing. 

In 10 minutes Saturday night 
the entire seafront of Hunstanton 
was ripped up and tossed into 
the floodwaters. Amusement 
| parks, seaside hotels and swim- 
ming pools were smashed. 

The Americans used amphibi- 
ous jeeps and rubber dinghies 
from B-29 Superfortresses to aid 
in the rescue. operations. A pla- 
toon of Americans waded through 
the deep waters as 40 miles an

PARIS, Feb. 2 (AP)—Informed 
sourees said United States Sec- 
retary of State John Foster Dulles 
assured nervous French officials 
today the United States does not 
intend to support. Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek in any “reckless 
actions” after the Seventh Fleet 
neutralization of Formosa is 
ended. 

Dulles conferred with Premier 
Rene Mayer and other French 
leaders on President Eisenhow- 
er’s State of the Union message 
in Washington, in which he an- 
nounced the United States block- 
ade of the Nationalist Chinese 
fortress was to be ended. 

The Secretary of State, accord- 
ing to officials who were given 
authority to report what went on 
in the conference, said the Chi- 
nese Communists could make any 
interpretation they chose of the 
President’s step. 

Dulles’s Questions. . 

Dulles had questions to ask 
about why France was dragging 
its feet on plans for European 
unity. 

But the French turned the 
meeting into one of questions on 
their own part. French sources 
said Frerith officials were deeply 
concerned over parts of the 
American President’s State of the 
Union message to Congress— 
which they saw in advance of de- 
livery. Dulles called for an ad- 
vance copy of the message for use 
in meetings that continued this 
afternoon after he lunched with 
Premier Rene Mayer. 

The French are particularly 
worried that Eisenhower's de- 
cision regarding the Seventh 
Fleet may spread the fighing in 
the Far East. 

All-Day Session. 

Dulles and Mutual Security Ad- 
ministrator Harold Stassen, who 
are making a 10-day tour of seven 
European capitals, were well pre- 
pared for the all-day session with 
the French, including President 
Vincent Auriol, Premier Mayer 
and Foreign Minister Georges 
Bidault. 

When they flew in from Rome 
yesterday at noon, they hurried 
into briefing sessions with Amer- 
ican officials and military leaders 
stationed in Europe. The meet- 
ings lasted well into the night. 

The French admittedly are 
werried that the new policy to- 
ward Formosa might mean the 
United States is thinking of put- 
ting Chinese Nationalists into the 
Korean war. 

In that event, the French 
fear Red China might send troops 
to help the Communist-led Viet- 
minh fighting the hard-pressed 
French forces in Indochina. The 
Chinese Reds already are helping 
the Vietminh rebels with arms 
and supplies. 

French Dragging Feet. 

Dulles, on the other hand, 
wants to find out from the French 
what they intend to do about 
getting western European unity 
to working. The French have 
been dragging their feet on the 
proposed European Defense Com- 
munity, which would rearm West 
Germany to help defend West 
Europe. The French, who thought 
up the plan in the first place 
and then stalled after giving it 
a second look, fear a rearmed 
Germany. 

In a radio address on his ar- 

rival yesterday, Dulles saluted 
the French leaders for inspiring 
the “constructive and imagina- 
tive” Schuman coal-steel plan and 
the EDC. He said he had come 
to France because the American 
people “want to know more about 
your purposes and plans for the 
future so that we can take them 
into account in our own plan- 
ning.” 
Dulles was told in Rome that 
Italy will continue to support the 
defense plan. After his visits here 
and in London, he will go to 
the other nations involved in the 
six-country army plan—West Ger- 
many, Holland, Belgium and Lux- 
embourg. ' 


Aneurin Bevan Views Dulles’s 
Appointment With Alarm. 

ROCK FERRY, England, Feb. 
2 (UP) — Left-wing Labor party 
leader Aneurin Bevan said yester- 
day he viewed the appointment of 
John Foster Dulles as United 
States Secretary of State ‘with 
the gravest alarm.” 

“We think the time has come 
when the United States admin- 
istration must be more attentive 
to what their European Allies 
have to say about her policy,” 
Bevan said in‘a speech. 

He called on the United States 
to withdraw recognition from 
Chiang - Kai-shek’s Chinese Na- 
tionalists regime “even if it 
means in the meantime an empty 
seat on the Security Council of 
the United Nations.”

Comment by Radford. 

Adm. Radford talked with news- 
paper men before Eisenhower an- 
nounced the changed Formosan 
policy in his State of the Union 
message to Congress. He empha~ 
sized that, as of the moment, there 
had been no change in the Navy’s 
orders. 

But in response to questions 
Adm. Radford made some com- 
ments about possibilities under 
an altered policy. It was in this 
connection that he mentioned the 
“excellent air force personnel” on 
Formosa. :

President Eisenhower delivered 
o a Senate-House session a set of 
ecommendations which ran about 
7000 words. 

On Jan..7, thirteen days before 
his term expired, Harry S. Tru- 
man sent up a 10,000-word mes- 
sage. It was a review of his Ad- 
ministration without legislative 
recommendations. 

By long custom, the President 
delivers such a message to Con- 
gress each. January in accordance 
with the provision of the Consti- 
tution reading: “He shall from 
time to time give to the Congress 
information of the State of the 
Union, and recommend to their 
consideration such measures as 
he shall judge necessary and ex- 
pedient .. .” 


BRAND NAME PETROL 


LONDON, Feb. 2 (AP)—Brit- 
ain’s gasoline war flared into the 
open yesterday with the return of 
brand name motor fuel for the 
first time in 13 years. 

For the last two years an under- 
cover fight has. been raging among 
the big gasoline companies to tie 
up Britain’s 33,000 filling stations. 
Now they turned their attention 
to wooing the customer. 

Filling station attendants are 
handing out pencils, razor blades, 
keyrings and ladies’ handker- 
chiefs as well as sheaves of lit- 
erature boosting the advantage of 
high-grade gasoline and the mer- 
its of various products.

Eisenhower was applauded 54 
times in the course of the ad- 
dress. The total included faint 
scattered handclapping as well as 
loud spontaneous expressions of 
approval, like that which followed 
the secret understandings re- 
mark.’ Applause. for this state- 
ment, incidentally, topped all the 
others for volume. 

Eisenhower looked fit and con- 
fident as he mounted the rostrum 
of the House of Representatives 
to deliver his address, the text of 
which was contained in a. large 
brown notebook. He was wearing 
a gray suit and deep blue tie. He 
seemed to have lost some of his 
campaign tan and to. have. ac- 
quired a pinkish complexion like 
that of Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill who, incidentally, spoke 
from the same platform just a. 

ear ago. 

It wen not Eisenhower's first 
speech to a joint session—he ad- 
dressed such a gathering June 18, 
1945, after his victorious return 
from Europe—but it was the first 
since his election last Nov. 4.

U.S. Attorney Says No| 


Contempt Action Is 
Planned Now Against 
Ball Club Owner Over 
Remarks on TV. 


Fred M. Saigh, who plans to 
sell his stock in the St. Louis 
Cardinals before beginning a 15- 
month prison term for income 
tax evasion, was back in St. Louis 
today prepared to meet a heavy 
schedule of appointments with 
groups interested in buying the 
baseball club and its minor 
league holdings. 

William Walsingham Jr., vice 


president of the club, expected to 
be named operating head of the 
Cardinals, already has met in New 
York with “five or = gh om ol in- 
terested in buying the property. 
He declined to identify the groups 
but said they were “substantial” 
business men. 

Meanwhile, United States At- 
torney George L. Robertson an- 
nounced today, after a conference 
with United States District Judge 
Roy W. Harper, that no action 
against saigh resulting from 
Saigh’s remarks about his prison 
sentence on a television program 

Robertson said: “We have con- 
television in New York by Saigh 
on Jan. 30, together with his 
telegram of public apology to 
Judge Harper. No action is at 
the present time contemplated.” 

Issuance of Order Discussed. 

Robertson and Judge Harper 
discussed possible issuance of an 
order compelling Saigh to show 
cause why he should not: be held 
in contempt of court for his re- 
marks on the Dave Garroway 
news show last Friday over the 
National Broadcasting Co.'s tele- 
vision network. Saigh had com- 
plained about his sentence and 
$15,000 fine, imposed last Wednes- 
day by Judge Harper on Saigh’s 
plea of nolo contendere (no con- 
test). 

Saigh, who returned from New 
York yesterday, was tight-lipped 
and grim when he arrived at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field. 

“I found out how many good 
friends I have all over the coun- 
try,” he told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. “The New York Daily 
News took a poll on whether I got 
a square deal among people on 
the street and without exception 
they were ali for me.” 

Asked whether he planned to 
practice law again, he shook his 
head. Spokesmen for bar associ- 
ations said earlier that Saigh 
probably will be asked to sur- 
render his license to practice, as 
is customary. But when asked if 
he would surrender his license, 

e said: “I don’t want to make 
any statements now.”

$1005 of Loot Belonged to Benson’s Deputy 
—Office Two Floors Below Head- 
quarters of Sheriff. 


A steel vault in the office of 
County Collector Willis W. Ben- 
son, on the first floor of the 
Clayton Courthouse, was drilled 
open and robbed of $5000 during 
the weekend. 

Benson’s office is two floors be- 
low the office of Sheriff Arthur 


C. Mosley, where ‘deputies were 
on duty. The offices are on oppo- 
site sides of the building, which 
is not regularly patrolled by 
watchmen. 

Chief Deputy Collector John H. 
Goethe discovered the burglary 
on opening the office at 7 a.m. 
today. Goethe told reporters that | 
$1005 of the cash was his per- 
sonal property, and was not in- 
sured. The bulk of the loot was 
county funds and is insured, 
Goethe said. 

Failed te Get $11,000. 

Although they were able to drill 
through the steel door of the 
large vault to reach and manipu- 
late the mechanism of the lock, 
the burglars were unsuccessful in 
an attempt to open a small strong 
box containing $11,000 in county 
funds. 

The cash stolen was taken from 
three metal boxes in two safes, 
which were not locked, and from 
several metal filing cabinets. 
Drawers of the cabinets were 
forced open and cash for refunds 
to taxpayers was removed from 
envelopes. . 

Oil drippings on the vault door, 


‘which is seven feet high, showed 


where the burglars had worked 
patiently in drilling through the 
steel. Marks on the strong box, 


Statements Disputed, 
Robertson took issue with 
,Saigh’s statements that he had 
received harsh treatment for his 
tax evasion. 
The United States Attorney 
said: “This case was set for trial 


trial at that time. This particular 
hearing last week on this plea 
(nolo contendere) was at Saigh’s 
request. 

“We stated to the court on his 
request that we, as a matter of 
policy and record, were opposed 
to it (accepting the plea). 

“If he wanted to enter a plea, 
it should have been ‘guilty’ but 
whether ;:. plea of nolo contendere 
should have been entered was 
within the court's discretion.” 

In the televised interview Fri- 
day, Saigh said: “I happened to 
be in the time and the place in 
St. Louis when all these tax cases 
were happening and I call it ‘got 
hooked’ and there is very little 
I can do about it.... 

“The penalty was severe and 
shouldn’t be in the first.place. I 
would defy any three tax lawyers 
to open my tax case and my .tax 
file and find any fraud—any 
smell of fraud in it. That is how 
confident I am. But I have not 
been able to get a hearing. I 
have not been able to get compe- 
tent people in the Government to 
look at it.” 

Commenting on Saigh’s remark 
about not being able to get 
“competent people” in the Goy- 
ernment to look into his case, 
Robertson said: “It is not clear 
to me what he meant. He could 
have had a hearing today if he 
had wanted to try the lawsuit.”

Early Sale Held Unlikely. 


Early sale of the Cardinals is 
considered ‘unlikely by baseball 
executives. They have said Saigh’s 
asking price, $4,250,000, is too 
high. Several expressed the opin- 
ion that Saigh’s price is about 
$750,000 too high. 


They also raised questions about 
the financial status of the Cardi- 
nals, in the light of the Govern- 
ment’s claim for back taxes. In 
a statement to the court before 
Saigh was sentenced, Assistant 
United States Attorney Ted A. 
Bollinger said inspection of tax 
returns of the St. Louis National 
Baseball Club, Inc., for the fiscal 
years 1948 and 1949, showed a 
total unreported income of $330,- 
978, on which the tax deficiency 
and penalties were $159,542. 


The Cardinals own nine minor 
league baseball clubs and have 
so-called working agreements with 
six others. They have no finan- 


cial investment in the clubs with 
which they have working agree- 
ments. They own clubs and ball 
parks at Rochester, N.Y., Colum- 
bus, O., Houston, Tex., Albany, 
Ga., and Allentown, Pa. 
Walsingham left New York to- 
day for Allentown, where a deal 
is pending for transfer of the 
baseball club to an Allentown 
group that will rent the ball park 
from the Cardinals. Last fall the 
Cardinals notified the Interstate 
League that they would discon- 
tinue operation of the Allentown 
club because it was losing money. 
Too Costly, Saigh Held. 
The Cardinals built a ball park 
at Allentown and named it Brea- 


don Field, in memory of the late 
Sam Breadon, former owner of 
the Cardinals. Construction of the 
field was started by Breadon and 
completed by Saigh and the late 
Robert E. Hannegan. When the 
stadium was finished, Saigh said 
he ‘felt the cost had been too high. 
Under terms of a plan approved 
by Baseball. Commissioner Ford 
C. Frick and Warren Giles, Na- 
tional League president, Saigh 
has until Feb. 22 to select a com- 
mittee of three trustees to oper- 
ate the baseball club. They will 
control the Cardinals until he 
can dispose of his stock. He owns 
all but seven shares. . 
Saigh was expected to confer 
soon with some of the eight men 
he named as possible trustees.

SUPREME COURT 


IN RED OATH CASE 


Holds NLRB. [RB Can Hear 
Complaints Filed Be- 
fore CIO Of ficers 
Signed. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (UP)— 
The Supreme Court unanimously 
ruled today that the National La- 
bor Relations Board may act on 
complaints filed. by CIO unions 
against employers before CIO of- 
ficers signed their non-Commu- 
nist oaths. 

The CIO officers filed non- 
Communist affidavits with the 
NLRB Dec. 22, 1949. Before that, 
however, a number of affiliated 
unions had brought unfair labor 
practice charges against compa- 
ae with which they had con- 
tracts. The affiliates already had 
complied with the law. 

The board later issued formal 
complaints against the companies. 
The firms fought them on grounds 
that CIO officers had not signed 
the oath at the time the charges 
were brought. 

The court rejected this line of 
reasoning. 

The board said it has at least 
18 parallel cases and probably 
several more. 

Upholds FTC Order. 

In another case the court up- 
held a Federal Trade Commission 
bar on long-term contracts giving 
a New Orleans firm exclusive 
rights to exhibit advertising films 
in theaters, 

The bar was directed against 
the Motion Picture Advertising 
Service Co., Inc. It said the 
firm’s use of exclusive screening 
agreements which run for more 
than one year caused an unrea- 
sonable restraint and restriction 
of competition. 

Justice Douglas delivered the 
7-to-2 deeision, concurred in by 
Chief Justice Vinson and. Justices 
Reed, Black, Minton and Clark. 
Justices Frankfurter and Burton 
dissented. 

The case reached the Supreme 
Court after the circuit court in 
New Orleans set aside the com- 
mission’s order. The circuit court 
said the evidence failed to estab- 
lish that the firm’s exclusive- 
dealing agreements were unfair 
methods of competition within the 
meaning of the Federal Trade 
Commission Act, or that their 
prohibition would be in the pub- 
lic interest. 

Other Decisions. 

In other actions the result: 

(1) Unanimously reversed the 
convictions of two Chicagoans— 
Kenneth C. Gordon and Kenneth 
J. MacLeod—on charges of pos- 
sessing and transporting stolen 
film. The ruling means the De- 
partment of Justice now may re- 
try the two correcting procedures 
found erroneous by the tribunal. 

(2) Upheld the conviction of Da- 
vid Brock of Tarboro, N.C., on an 
assault charge during a 1949 
strike at the Hart Cotton mills 
there. 

Justice Sherman Minton ruled 
for a 6-to-2 majority that Brock 
received a fair trial. Chief Jus- 
tice Vinson and Justice Douglas 
dissented. Justice Black did not 
take part. The ruling means 
Brock must serve a sentence of 
two years’ work on roads.

The agency, known as _ the 
Transportation Corps Army Avi- 
ation Field Service Office, is 
charged with establishing and 


Air Force installations in the 
continental United States. 

Col. I. Sewell Morris, who 
served in Washington headquar- 
ters of the office of chief of 
transportation during World War 
II, will be in charge. The new 
agency is part of a program point- 
ing up on emphasis on 
Army aviati6én since outbreak of 
Korean hostilities. 

Army aircraft, particularly heli- 
copters, have played an important 
part in shuttling troops, wounded, 
personnel and supplies over diffi- 
cult terrain in Korea. The office 
force here will consist of about 
75 civilian and 15 military em- 
ployes when at full strength.

It 
approved his nomination, 14-1, 
last week, but Senator Kefauver 
(Dem.), Tennessee, asked that he 
be called back for further ques- 
tioning. 
This centered on confidential 
messages which the Dayton- 
Wright Airplane Co., Dayton, O., 
received from Col. Edward A. 
Deeds, a former business associ- 
ate of Talbott and other execu- 
tives of the firm, during World 
War I. Talbott then was presi- 
dent of the firm. 

Held ‘Highly Improper.’ 

The late Charles Evans Hughes, 
who investigated affairs of the 
Dayton company as special assist- 
ant to the Attorney General in 
1918, denounced relations between 
Deeds and the company as “high- 
ly improper.” 

He recommended that Deeds be 

court-martialed, but Secretary of 
War Newton D. Baker in 1919 re- 
jected that recommendation and 
cleared Deeds of any blame. 

Kefauver subjected Talbott to 
an intensive examination concern- 
ing telegrams from Deeds, but 
Talbott told him he knew person- 
ally about only one of them—the 
first one received. 

Talbott testified he. believed 
Deeds reaped no financial gain by 
passing on the confidential in- 
formation.

3. Last month Conant stated 
that he knew of no open or dis- 
guised Communists at Harvard 
University. 

4. The appointment would not 
be well received, in West Ger- 
many. : 

5. Last April Conant made a 
speech in which he said moves for 
public support of private schools 
would be a divisive influence in 
American life. ‘ 

Flynn is a Catholic. 

Wiley said he himself chal- 
lenged Flynn’s fourth point. The 
chairman read into the record 
several editorials from West 
German newspapers welcoming 
Conant’s appointment.

From this costly experience 
we have learned one clear 
lesson. We ‘have learned that 
the free world cannot indefi- 
nitely remain in a posture of 
paralyzed tension, leaving for- 
ever to the aggressor the choice 
of time and place and means to 
cause greatest hurt. te us at 
least cost te himself. 

This Administration has, there- 
fore, begun the definition of a 
new; positive foreign policy. This 
policy will be governed by certain 
fixed ideas. They are these: 

(1) Our fereign policy must be 
clear, consistent and confident. 
This means that it must be the 
product of genuine, continuous 
co-operation between the execu- 
tive and the legislative branches 
of this Government. It must be 
developed and directed in the 
spirit of true bipartisanship. And 
I assure you members of Con- 
gress I mean that fully, sincerely. 

(2) The policy we embrace must

goal. Real progress will be con- 
clusive evidence to the Amer- 
ican people that our material 
sacrifices in the cause of collec- 
tive security are matched by es- 
sential political, economic and 
military accomplishments in west- 
ern Europe. 


(6) Our foreign policy will rec- 
ognize the importance of profit- 
able and equitable world trade. 

A substantial beginning can 
and should be made by our 
friends themselves. Europe, for 
example, is now marked by check- 
ered areas of labor-surplus and 
labor-shortage, of agricultural 
areas needing machines and in- 
dustrial areas needing food. Here 
and alsewhere we can hope that 
our friends will take the initia- 
tive in creating broader. markets 
and more dependable currencies, 
to allow greater exchange of 
goods and services among them- 
selves. 


Action along these lines can 
create an economic environment 
that will invite vital help from 
us. : ° 

This help includes: 

First: Revising our customs 
regulations to remove proce- 
dural obstacles to profitable 
trade. I further recommend 
that the Congress take the Re- 
ciprocal Trade Agreements Act 
under immediate study and ex? 
tend it by appropriate legisla- 
tion. This objective must not 
ignore legitimate safeguarding 
of domestic industries, agricul- 
ture and labor standards. In 
all executive study and recom- 
mendations on this problem, la- 
bor and management and farm- 
ers alike will be earnestly con- 
sulted.

This effort must always con- 
form to policies laid down in the 
National Security Council. 

The statutory function of the 
National Security Council is to 
assist the President in the 
formulation and co-ordination 
of significant’ domestic, foreign, 
and military policies required 
for the security of the nation. 
In these days of tension, it is 
essential that this central body 
have the vitality te perform 
effectively its statutory role. I 
propose to see that it does so. 

Careful formulation of policies 
must be followed by clear under- 
standing of them by all peoples.

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Economizing on Education 

It ig hard to think of public expenditures more 
readily justifiable than those devoted to educa- 
tion. Whether one considers the greater pro- 
ductivity of trained people, the more responsible 
citizenship resulting from ample information, or 
the more satisfactory personal living made pos- 
sible by a broad knowledge of the world and its 
works, good schools must be regarded as a gilt- 
edged community investment. 

Yet Missourians do not do well by their 
schools. The people of 45 states devote a larger 
share of their income to education than we do; 
those of only two states spend less. And we 
can afford to do better. Only 
higher than Missouri in income per pupil. 
Naturally, this basic fact affects almost all other 
educational statistics. Our salaries for teachers 
are well under the national average. Our school 
buildings and other teaching facilities are not 
what they might be. And so on, 

This being so, it is regrettable that the Mis- 
souri Public Expenditures Survey should have 
greeted the new Legislature with the warning 
that the public school improvements suggested 
by the Missouri Citizens’ Commission would 
cost the taxpayers an extra $30,000,000 a year. 
Of course, an economical eye must be kept on 
all public expenditures. But there are instances 
when need should receive at least as much atten- 
tion as cost. 

The Post-Dispatch has long been critical of 
the unquestioning way in which state funds 
have been passed out to school districts, Com- 
munities in some parts of Missouri have fallen 
into the habit of shirking their own educational 
responsibilities and depending too much on 
state aid. 

Actually, such aid should supplement local 
effort. It should raise school standards. It should 
be impossible for a county with a large number 
of badly organized school districts to get more 
state money“than a county with a few efficient 
consolidated districts. ' 

The Citizens’ Commission also put great stress 
on this point. So it has hardly been reckless 
where costs are concerned. Even 30, all its esti- 
mates need not be accepted just as they stand. 
Consideration should be given, for example, to 
the recent increase in local school bond ceilings. 
And -every section and paragraph of legislation 
introduced to implement the commission’s rec- 
ommendations should be considered not only 
in view of its general desirability, but also from 
the viewpoint of cost. 

Let us not create in the Legislature, how- 
ever, a general antipathy to these recommenda- 
tions on the basis that they cost money. Instead, 
they should receive a friendly scrutiny. The 
chief objective should be better education. 
Considerations of cost should be kept in proper 
perspective. 

The recommendations of the Citizens’ Com- 
mission were carefully prepared by people rep- 
resentative of all sections of the state. They 
had professional help. On their face, the sug- 
gestions recommend themselves as desirable. 
They should not be prejudged. 

Also, the people of the state should remem- 
ber that what they spend on schools is nothing 
to brag about, and not nearly as much as they 
can afford. They are being anything but over- 
generous to the next generation. They are not 
over-investing in the future citizens of Missouri. 
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Birthday at the “Y”- 

The St. Louis Y.M.C.A. has begun the cele- 
bration of its centennial year, And although it 
can look back on a century of progress and 
achievement, its view is to the future rather 
than the past. Buf, if only as a measure of 
growth, the past is worth recalling. 

Twenty-three men attended the association's 
organizational meeting in Second Baptist 
Church, then at Sixth and. Locust streets. That 
was only nine years after the “Y” idea had been 
conceived in London by Sir George Williams, 
and early emphasis was principally upon re- 
ligious and social work. But gradually, in _re- 
sponse to the times, the “Y” evolved into what 
it is today. 

Along the way it pioneered in adult educa- 
tion in the city, a major accomplishment. In 
Civil War days it offered elementary instruc- 
tion to newsboys and this forecast its boys’ 
program. Later it began providing medical 
service to young men and by 1882 was operating 
its own dispensary, For the immigrant, it estab- 
lished the North Side branch, the first German 
“y” in the United States. And in times of na- 
tional distress, from the Civil War to date, it 
has worked to provide amenities for the troops. 

Today the St. Louis “Y” includes eight 
branches and three summer camps serving some 
42.000 members through father and son pro- 
grams, community service projects, athletic 
leagues and other worthwhile activities. 

Not the least of its benefits ig as a “first” 
home for thousands of young newcomers who 
found at the Downtown branch a welcome as 
well as pleasant and clean living. 
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As to Senators’ Investments 

The Senate has been giving much attention to 
the question of what investments a cabinet mem- 
ber may properly hold, What investments may a 
Senator properly hold? The Hennings subcom- 
mittee’s recent report on Senator McCarthy’s af- 
fairs gives that question a special pertinence. 

As a member of the Senate Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee in 1948, McCarthy was pre- 
sumably in touch with RFC affairs, and the RFC 
had lent $15,000,000 to the Seaboard Air Line 
Railroad, It may have been coincidence, but Mec- 
Carthy became an enthusiastic believer in this 
railroad’s common stock, which had not paid a 
dividend for more than 18 years. 

McCarthy not only urged friends to buy Sea- 
board stock, but invested his own money in it. 
At the time he received the famous $10,000 
check from Lustron Corp. for a housing pamph- 
let, he was hard pressed by his bank to reduce 
his indebtedness, Characteristically, McCarthy 
did not apply the Lustron check to his bank 
loan. Instead, he used it to buy additional Sea- 
board stock, which he then put up with the bank 
as additional collateral. 

When his banker suggested in 1950 that per- 
haps some of this stock should be sold to reduce 
the loan, McCarthy wrote: “The idea of selling 
Seaboard stock at this time ig extremely tempt- 
ing. However, I have checked with some of the 
Board of Directors and they advise against sell- 
ing under any circumstances.” 

Question: did McCarthy's position as a Sena- 
tor and a member of the Banking Committee 
give him accesg to confidential information about 
a company in which he had, in the fine old lan- 
guage of the statutes, a pecunlary interest? 

The Hennings subcommittee could only ask, 
not answer the question. So far the Senate as a 
whole seems indisposed to press for an answer. 
In any case, McCarthy's faith in Seaboard Air 
Line Railroad was rewarded. According to the 
Hennings subcommittee, he sold part of his hold- 
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ings in 1951 for a net profit of $35,614 The 
stock which he bought in 1048 at $22 a share by 
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same 
time have to inspect the general European econ- 
omy, for the defenses will not be much better 
than the economy can support. 

Recently France hag become a question mark 
of the EDC effort. In fact, the new Mayer Gov- 
ernment won power only with the support of 
Gaullists who oppose a European army. Before 
that, Washington and Paris were engaged ‘in a 
debate as to the proper share in NATO for 
French soldiers and American dollars. 

France also is the main trouble spot in efforts 
to strengthen the Western European economies 
through freer trade. This is the purpose of the 
Organization for European Economic Co-opera- 
tion. OEEC’s ultimate goal is a single market in 
Western Europe, on the theory that freer home 
consumption would take up slack in exports, 

OEEC figures show that Switzerland has 
reached 92 per cent of the total of quota-free 
trade, Sweden 91 per cent, Belgium, 90 per cent. 


These are, of course, Europe's most prosperous 


countries. By contrast, Britain’s record is 46 
per cent, and France cahnot now even be given 
a percentage because she has suspended free 
trade to protect the faltering franc. 

The blame for this situation is exceptionally 
general. In part the trouble is the instability 
of the French Government and its financial and 
tax policies. Then there is the high cost of the 
Indochina war. $ 

It is also true that French and other Euro- 
pean economies were battered by the effects of 
the Korean war and immense American stock- 
piling which drove up prices of raw materials 
needed in Europe. Moreover, America’s own 
trade policy contains too many restrictions to 
offer France the kind of trade which would 
substitute for dollar aid. 

Secretary Dulles will hear enough of this 
from the French. What it amounts to is that 
Europe’s trade slump underlies the slackening 
defense effort. The two problems go together, 
and it will be impossible for the new Admin- 
istration in Washjngton to deal with one without 
the other. 
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Merit on the Police Force 

The grand jury’s astute diagnosis of the St. 
Louis Police Department’s principal internal ail- 
ment—the lack of a system of promotion on 
merit—ought to serve both as a warning and a 
guide for the new Police Board. 

For as the jury noted, “so long as police offi- 
cers feel the need for political support or other 
outside influence for their promotions,” the de- 
partment will inevitably suffer from “rumors 
of payoffs, favoritism and fear of reprisals.” 


This unhappy condition can be mitigated 
somewhat by a board whose members are de- 
termined to avoid leaving ahy impression that 
promotions will be influenced by politics. The 
new board is of a quality that gives assurance 
that this will be the case, But a cure réquires 
more than a change of boards, 

What is required is the establishment of a 
system of promotion on merit, a system that 
ignores the pull of friendship, political regu- 
larity or similar sinister influences, and makes 
it possible for the capable and the conscientious 
to advance on ability alone. 

Ideally such a system ought to be part of the 
statutory frame governing the department so 
that future boards could not weaken or eliminate 
it with ease. The new Police Board ought to 
work for just such legislation; but pending the 
enactment of a merit law the board certainly 
should establish merit by its own rule. 
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Swish ... 


One of the unusual automobiles on display 
jn the St. Louis Auto Show is the new Stude- 
baker “hardtop,” inspired by European sports 
cars. It is rakish—low and sleek with its nose 
down—and looks as if it might kick up its 
wheels at any minute. But this is not the most 
unusual thing about it.... 

Most of the cars on display are still engaged 
in the horsepower race. A few years ago 150 
h.p. was pretty much horses, but now Buick 
has gone to 188, Packard to 180, Lincoln to 205 
and Cadillac, not to be outdone by anything on 
four wheels, to 210. The manufacturers insist 
that the idea is not more speed, but greater 
acceleration ag a safety factor—though greater 
acceleration is needed to get around cars with 
higher speeds. 

Anyhow, it seems that one purpose of the 
growing. mechanical horse is to impress the 
prospective owner, who can use it to impress 
anybody. In view of this, the most impressive 


thing aboyt the racy Studebaker is that its 


horsepower has not advanced, and though ade- 
quate, is obviously not intended just to impress 
people, The Studebaker president, H. S. Vance, 
is even quoted as saying that “100 miles an 
hour is enough for anybody.”

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One Name to Go 

The St. Louis area now ig within one appoint- 
ment of obtaining a board of freeholders to work 
out the destiny of mass transportation here. That 
appointment is up to Gov. Donnelly. 

County officials have just named nine county 
residents to the board, These appointments 
eappear excellent. They represent both political 
parties and business, labor and community lead- 
ership, and otherwise broadly reflect the coun- 
ty’s interest in transportation. 

Earlier the city had named its nine free- 
holders. The nineteenth member of the board 
must be appointed from outside both city and 
county by Gov. Donnelly, This member should 
be a distinguished Missourian who can take a 
broad and impartial view of the metropolitan 
transit problem. 

It will be the freeholders’ task to draw plans 
for a metropolitan transit authority, to own and 
operate busses and streetcars. Public ownership 
offers a number of advantages to the area, but 
there also are risks involved. The plan must 
be drawn with care and submitted to city and 
county voters for final approval. . 

This project, in our opinion, should have 
priority over the city's own plan,for municipal 
transit ownership, A metropolitan authority 
would represent the area to be served by the 
transit system. It would overcome the narrow 
political boundaries which threaten to balkanize 
mass trangportation. No doubt the Board of 
Aldermen will have this comparison in mind as 
they consider the City Hall proposal.

The Charter of the City of St. Louis 
spectnens charges the Health Commis- 
oner to use all available and nece 
means to protect and promote the heal 
of the people. Through the years your 
Health Division, in carrying out this 
Charter mandate, has accomplished much 
in reducing the sickness and death rates 
from such major diseases as pneumonia, 
tuberculosis, smallpox, diphtheria and ty- 
phoid fever, among many others. These 
advances were accomplished as our knowl- 
edge of control methods increased and as 
new medical techniques were implemented, 
But among the chronic diseases still to 
be controlled is tooth decay. Unquestion- 
ably it is the most prevalent of all dis- 
eases to which mankind is subject. Tooth 
decay affects the entire population, and 
until relatively re- , 
cently posed an in- 
surmountable public 
health problem be- 
cause of the serious 
limitations of dental 
personnel coupled 
with obvious socio- 
economic factors. 
And so it is with 
much _ satisfaction 
that your Health “es 
Commissioner views <<" / 
the tremendous prog- > 4 
ress which has been rN 
accomplished in the , 
partial prevention of » J. Ead Sm;

The health official must constantly be 
alert to advances made in public health. 
When a new technique is reported it is his 
responsibility to evaluate it and if he finds 
it satisfactory, to implement it. 


Conclusions of the Commissioner 


In evaluating a public heaJth measure 
the health official must not only determine 
its effectiveness but its safety, practicabil- 
ity, cost and methods of control. Your 
health commissioner has investigated the 
merits of fluoridation and concludes that: 

1. Effectiveness: Fluoridation of water 
supplieg for the partial prevention—up to 
66 per cent-—of tooth decay is no longer 
a scientific guess but a proved fact. The 
evidence jg overwhelming. 

2, Safety: The addition of fluorides, in 
the recommended concentration of one 
part fluoride per million parts of water, 
has been attested to as a safe procedure 
by every national health group. 

For generations over 3,000,000 persons 
in the United States have been living in 
areas where drinking water naturally con- 
tains fluorides in concentrations at least as 


high ag that recommended for dental . 


health. Many studies have been con- 
ducted among these persons by competent 
investigators ahd e search has been 
nstaking, yet no one has been able to 
ind adverse effect except an enamel 
defect . as “mottled enamel.” 


St, Louis First in Missouri? 


The question:of safety is a matter of 
dosage. Chlorine is one of the most deadl 
ases ever known yet it is safely and ef- 
ectively used to purify our water supply. 
Many substances in common use by human 
beings are beneficial when used in con- 
trolled or safe dosage but are poisonous 
when used in sufficiently large amounts, 

3. Practicability: Fluoridation of publie 
water supplies is practical. In the United 
States, as of last Sept. 15, nearly 8,500,000 
residents of 427 communities were using 
water which had been fluoridated. 

These 427 communities were served by 
288 separate water supplies and were dis- 
tributed among 42 states and the District 
of Columbia. Missouri has the dubious dig 
tinction of not having a single community 
which is fluoridating its water poy 

4. Cost: The objection to water fluorida- 
tion because less than 2 per cent of the 
treated water is consumed for drinking 
purposes, would be serious if the cost 
were appreciable. For St. Louis we have

estimated the cost as approximately $100,- 
000 for the first fiscal year. 3 

This initial cost includes about $15,000 
to $20,000 for feeder and storage equip- 
ment. After the first year the cost for the 
chemical itself would vary—from five 
cents to 15 cents per capita per year— 
depending Bs the quantity and type of 
fluoride used. The cost is much less than 
other preventive tooth decay techniques. 

The cost is certainly considerably’ less 
than that of correcting decayed teeth. It 
is reasonable to base the cost on the total 
population, since the protected children 
grow into protected adults, 


City Water’s Natural Fluoride 


5. Control: The mechanics of feeding 
controlled amounts of fluorides into: the 
system are no more involved than those 
for chemicals now used in purification. 

The Health Division igs now checking and 
sampling the fluoride concentration in 
the city water distribution system. St. 
Louis water now containg from one-tenth 
part to four-tenths parts of fluoride per 
million parts of water. 

To give you a partial picture of the den- 
tal health problem in St. Louis, I should 
like to tell you something about the ac- 
tivities of the free dental clinics operated 
by your Health Division. 

Last year, some 4700 children from the 
public and parochial schools of our city 
had a total of 13,352 teeth extracted in 
these clinics. Also in the same year 7973 
children had 21,236 teeth filled. 

It required the services of three dentists 
working on a half-time basis throughout 
the year to pull theSe 13,352 teeth under 

as anesthesia. The services of another 13 

alftime dentists (4 hours a day) were 
required to fill these 21,236 teeth. Alto- 
getner, during the past year a total of 

7,607 dental operations all kinds were 
performed on 7973 children in St. Louis. 

Add to these totals the many more teeth 
pulled and filled by the dentists in private 
practice, the two university dental clinics, 
plus hospital and other clinics, and you 
get some idea of the enormity of our den- 
tal health problem. 

I think you should know also that a 
dental survey made by the St. Louis 
Health Division in 1951 on 1800 parochial 
school children at age 12, revealed that 
31.4 per cent of their teeth were decayed, 
5 per cent missing, and 63 per cent filled. 
In public schools the figures at the same 
age were 46 per cent decayed, 5 per cent 
missing and 63 per cent filled. 

These figures are in agreement and 
especially striking in view of the fact that. 
the studies were made by dental personnel 
from two different official agencies—the 
St. Louis Health Division and the Board 
of Education. 


Milestone in Fighting Disease 


Why do I labor these data? Because I 
am firmly convinced that you want to 
know that since Jan. 28, 1945, many thou- 
sands of St. Louis children have had 
permanent teeth pulled which need not 
have been sacrificed. 

On Jan. 28, 1945, Grand Rapids, Mich., 
began to fluoridate its water supply with 
the result that children born in that for- 
tunate city immediately after that date, 
and who continue to live there, can go 
through life knowing that they will have 
up to 66 per cent fewer decayed, missing 
and filled teeth than children born in 
communities which do not have a fluor- 
idated water supply. 

The health professions have today 
reached a new milestone in the progress 
of man over disease. If, through the rela- 
tively simple and inexpensive process of 
fluoridation, an almost universal disease 
can be controlled, why delay any longer?

Between Book Ends 


One Can Do Better by Baruch 


PEACE THROUGH STRENGTH: SERNARD BARUCH 
AND A’ BLUEPRINT FOR SECURITY 
— (Farrar, Straus & Young, 325 pg 


_ Bernard M. Baruch has in his long life- 
time become almost as legendary seme 
as Nestor, the venerable adviser to the 
kings of ancient Greece. Although he has 
held but two major public offices in his 
career, Baruch has gained a reputation 
for distinterested sagatity and influence 
— by few men in the last four dec- 
ades. 

He has counseled Presidents and other 
national figures since the days of Wood- 
row Wilson, and since he is om close terms 
with Dwight D. Eisenhower—as indeed, he 
is with most notable Americans today—he 
will undoubtedly continue in his semi-offi- 
cial role._as Elder Statesman. 

This is the basis for Mr. Rosenbloom’s 
review of Baruch’s record and recommen- 
dations on national security. For years, 
Baruch has been propagandizing relentless- 
ly for a strong, permanent economic secur- 
ity system that would protect America in 
times of great emer- 
gency. 

Time and again he 
has spoken out for 
stringent inflation 
controls, for increas- 
ed mobilization, for 
~ an end to defense 
profiteering, and for 
m, such administrative 

} Creations as “a gen- 
eral staff for peace,” 
to plan cold war 
strategy on a global 
scale. These ideas on 
national security 
form the core of Ba- 
ruch’s public advice, 
and as Mr. Rosenbloom points out, it is 
evident that this ig the sort of tutoring 
Baruch will give the new Administration, 
if his services are requested, 

Unfortunately, the author is not even re- 
motely equal to his sybject. Baruch has es- 
tablished a reputation for precision and 
organization; Mr. Rosenbloom’s book has 
neither. It is confusingly arranged, bureau- 
cratically written, and is shot through with 
an irritating hero-worship. 

Baruch is a tremendous personality, and

"his efforts on the public’s behalf have been 


of vital importance. But he deserves ad- 
miration, not adulation. Mr. Rosenbloom 
detracts from Baruch’s real achievements 
by giving him credit for those he would 
never pretend to, He implies, to cite an 
example, that the Baruch philosophy was 
responsible for one of Gov. Adlai Steven- 
son's spirited campaign statements on col- 
lective security, 

Elsewhere he would let the reader be- 
Jieve that Baruch and Baruch alone fought 
for inflation controls, for agricultural as- 
sistance, for well-organized defense plane 
ning. This is, of course, as unfair to Mr. 
Baruch as it is to the reader. One has the 
right to expect a better book on a subject 
that is so worthy of meticulous and bal- 
anced analysis.

The sec- 
ond purpose is to clear the atmos- 
phere of that unreasoned suspi- 
cion that accepts rumor and gos- 
sip as substitutes for evidence. 

Our people, of course, deserve 
and demand of their Federal Gov- 
ernment more than security of 
personnel. They demand, also, 
efficient and logical organization, 
true to constitutional principles. 

I have already established a 
Committee on Government Or- 
ganization. The committee is us- 
ing as its point of departure the 
reports of the Hoover Commission 


_} and subsequent studies by several 


independent agencies. To achieve 


9¢ ithe greater efficiency and econ- 


omy which the committee analyses 
show to be possible, I ask the 
Congress to extend the present 
Government Reorganization Act 
for a period of 18 months or two 
years beyond Its expiration date 
of April 1, 1953. 


There is more involved here 
than realigning the wheels and 
smoothing the gears of .adminis- 
trative machinery. The Congress 
rightfully expects the executive 
to take the initiative in discover- 
ing and removing outmoded func- 
tions and eliminating duplication.

It de- 
pends also upon the opportunity 
to ship abroad large surpluses of 
particular commodities, and there- 
fore upon sound economic rela- 
tiotiships between the United 
States and many foreign coun- 
tries. It involved research and 
scientific investigation, conducted 
on an extensive scale.

We have now had five years’ 
experience with the Labor 
Management Act of 1947, com- 
monly known as the 
Hartley Act. That experience has 
shown the need for some cor- 
rective action, and we should 
promptly proceed to amend that

I know that the Congress is 
already proceeding with re- 
newed studies of this whole 
subject. Meanwhile, the Depart- 
ment of Labor is at once be- 
ginning work to devise further 

recommendations for 
your consideration. . 

In the careful working out of 
legislation, I know you will give 
thoughtful consideration — as 
will we in the executive branch 
--to the views of labor, and of 
management, and of the general 
public. In this process, it is only 
human that each of_.us should 
bring forward the arguments of 
self-interest. But if all conduct 
their arguments in the over- 
powering light of national inter- 
est. — which is enlightened self- 
interest — we shall get the right 
answers. I profoundly hope that 
every citizen of our country will 
follow with understanding your 
progress in this work.

A cardinal ideal in this heri- 
tage we cherish is the equality of 
rights of all citizens of every race 
and color and creed. 

We know that discrimination 
against minorities persists despite 
our allegiance to this ideal. Such 
discrimination — confined to no 
one section of the nation—is but 
the outward testimony to the per- 
sistence of distrust and of fear in 
the hearts of men. 

This fact makes all the more 
vital the fighting of these wrongs 
by each individual, in every sta- 
tion of life, in his every deed. 

Much of the answer lies in 
the power of fact, fully publi- 
cized; of persuasion, honestly 

; and of conscience, 
justly aroused. These are 
methods familiar to our way of 
tested and proven wise. 
te use whatever 
authority exists in the office 
of the President to end segre- 
gation in the District of Colum- 
bia, including the Federal Gov- 
ernment, and any segregation 
in the armed forces. 

Here in the District of Colum- 
bia, serious attention should be 
given to the proposal to develop 
and authorize, through legisla- 
tion, a system to provide an ef- 
fective voice in local self-govern- 
ment. While consideration of this 
proceeds, I recommend an imme- 
diate increase of two in the num- 
ber of district commissioners to 
broaden representation of all ele- 
ments of our population.

In this manner, and by the 
leadership ‘of the office of the

Civil Rights in Immigration. 

There is one sphere in which 
civil rights are inevitably involved 
in federal legislation. This is the 
sphere of immigration. 

It is a manifest right of our 
Government to limit the number 
of immigrants our nation can ab- 
sorb. It is also a manifest right 
of our Government to set reason- 
able requirements on the charac- 
ter and the numbers of the peo- 
ple who come to share our land 
and our freedom. ‘ 

It is well for us, however, to 
remind ourselves occasionally of 
an equally manifest fact: We are 
— one and all — immigrants or 
sons and daughters of immi- 


ants. 

Existing legislation contains in- 
justices. It does, in fact, discrimi- 
nate. I am informed by members 
of the Congress that it was real- 
ized, at the time of its enact- 
ment, that future study of the 
basis of determining quotas would 
be necessary. 

I am therefore requesting the

Considerable confusion resulted 
last week when Senate and House 
committees approved bills to give

_ over presidential reorganization

But after a Saturday conference 
of Senate and House leaders, 
House Republican leader Halleck 
of Indiana announced the reor- 
ganization bill would come up for 
a vote in the House tomorrow and 
expressed hope the committee ac- 
tion would be reversed. 

Little Change Likely. 

In view of Halleck’s statement 
and a somewhat similar one by 
Senate Republican leader Taft of 
Ohio, continuation of the law as 
written was expected without 
major opposition on either side 
of the Capitol. 

Halleck discounted the stir cre- 

by committee proposals to 
tighten the checkrein on the 
President’s authority, calling it 
“a case of tweedle-dee and twee- 
dle-dum.” There was no doubt, 
Halleck said, that Eisenhower 
could have “what he wanted!’ 

With the present reorganization 
law due to expire March 31, Sen- 
ate and House committees ap- 
proved identical bills to extend 
the President’s powers—but with 
Congress wielding a bigger veto 
club.

-25 Votes Could Block Action. 

This means it would be possible 
to block an Eisenhower proposal 
with as few as 25 votes in the 
Senate or 110 in the House.

SAN DIEGO, Calif., Feb. 2 
(UP)—The Coast Guard worked 
today to float a grounded freight- 
er, loaded with secret military 
cargo, that radioed a mysterious 
stary of an unsolved murder on 
the high seas, 

If the report that Carl Thur- 
mond, the chief steward of the 
S.S. Fairhope, was murdered at 
sea is correct, the killer is appar- 
ently among the 42 crewmen 
stranded on: the ship. 

The Fairhope ran aground off 
San Benito island, 40 miles west 
of Baja, Calif., Friday night. A 
Coast Guard cutter reached the 
island yesterday and reported the 
ship was taking water and listing 
but that the crew was in no 
immediate danger. 

Coast Guard officials said the 
ship’s skipper, Capt. H. T. Hall- 
man, reported the disappearance 
and “probable murder” of the 
chief steward before the ship 
went aground on rocks around 
the island. 

“Suspect murderer’ aboard. 
Body missing. Blood found in 
stateroom and around porthole,” 
the Coast Guard said the cap- 
tain’s message read. 

A search of the ship disclosed 
bloodstains in the steward’s room 
and around the porthole, but 
failed to turn up any other clues 
or evidence of an assault weapon. 


FAVORS LETTING FBI 
TAP WIRES TO TRAP 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (AP)— 
Representative Keating (Rep.), 
New York, has urged Congress to 
“unshackle” the hands of federal 
agents in their efforts to track 
down spies and traitors by per- 
mitting wire-tapping in some in- 
stances. ¢ 

Evidence obtained by wire-tap- 
ping is now illegal in federal 
courts. Keating is author of a bill 
to allow the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and other United 
States investigative agencies to 
intercept telephone calls in the 
interest of national security. 

“Invasion of privacy is repug- 
nant to all Americans,” he said in 
a statement yesterday, “and it 
should be. Nevertheless the safe-

Second Marriages 


By Dr. Paul Popenoe 

ANY of life’s experiences, even unhappy ones, contribute 
M to success in marriage because they help build character. 

But a marriage failure, culminating in divorce, is not 
one of them, five times out of 10. The wide-spread belief 
that a bad first marriage guarantees a successful second one is 
poppycock. 

All of us can point to outstanding cases of happy, suc-

‘eessful second marriages, but the statistics are all against the 


theory that such an experience is good preparation for a long, 
happy life with one mate—second choice. In every divorce, 
someonr is to blame. Sometimes it is the man, sometimes the 
woman; frequently both lack the stamina, intelligence and 
character to see marriage in its true light, something that has 
to: be worked at; and diligently, too.

MR. McK. KNOWS a woman who has that idea. “I have 
been going with her for six months,” he writes, “and she jis 
desperately arixious to marry. She thinks I may be prejudiced 
by her divorce and she tells me earnestly that she believes 
this will insure her making a success next time. She has now 
learned what to avoid, what not to do, she claims, and she as- 
sures me that she is a much better matrimonial risk, after this 
experience, than a woman who has never learned the hard 
way, as she did. Does that sound plausible to you, Dr. 
Popenoe?” 

Not plausible, Mr. McK., nor even common sense—the 
part about her being well prepared now for marriage because 
ste has been through one that went on the rocks. I'd have 
to know what part she played in the first wreck, how much 
she was the victim and how much “villain” in that drama. Do 
you know? Probably not. People seldom blame themselves in 
such cases; frequently they don’t even know they are to blame.

IT COULD WELL BE that she was the innocent victim of 
a bad husband, in which case she certainly should be given the 
benefit of your faith in her. If you can ascertain this to be 
the fact, I'd say she probably would make a good wife for she 
has learned to appreciate a good husband. 

But let’s not be deceived by the notion that a divorce, of 
itself, contributes to the success of a second marriage. I 
learned a great deal about this several years ago when I col- 
lected informatior on 4694 marriages of persons previously 
divorced. I found that 51 per cent of the men and 52 per 
cent of the women succeeded on the second trial. 


x * * 

WHAT DOES THIS show? It shows that a second mar- 
riage, after divorce, is nearly 50 per cent more risky than a 
first marriage. And Sociologist Paul H. Landis (in his valuable 
new revision of his book, “Social Policies in the Making”) 
summarizes it: “The evidence suggests that second marriages 
are about 50 per cent more risky that first marriages, and the 
woman, in her second or subsequent marriage, is a 10 per 
cent poorer risk than the man.” 

Once more, Mr. McK., let me point out that you should 
know the circumstances of the young woman's divorce and 
she needs to know just what part her own failures played in 
it, if any. For both your sakes, explore this thoroughly. A 
marriage counselor and a battery of personality tests could 
help her determine this; and she should be willing to seek 
such help if she really wants to play fair with you. 

If you are satisfied that she is not the chronic marriage 
failure type, go ahead. She might well be one of the 50 per 
cent or so who make the leap with a beautiful landing. But 
the record shows you ought to be sure before you yourself 
take the leap.

Calling It a ‘Parody.’ 


T ts a mistake to think of a 

“parody” as simply a modern 

way of making fun, It is an old 
word and an old art. 

Alexander Pope wrote, “I have 
translated, or rather parodied, a 
poem of Horace.” 

One would have to go to the 
context to make sure that Pope 
in this statement was only being 
modest about his translation; but 
what interests us here is that this 
poet, born in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, used the word “parody” as 
we use it today, in the sense of 
a distortion or burlesque. 

An actual “parody” is a piece 
of writing which imitates by way 
of mimicking another author or 
the characteristics of his work. 
It is a literary horse-play, exem- 
plifying wit or malice, according 
to who writes it. ‘ 

The Greek first had this word. 
It contains allusion to a song, 
meaning literally “beside a song,” 
et in Ancient terms, “beside the 


Actually, this kind of literary 
poking-fun goes back beyond the 


‘Greeks into the folk songs of 


early peoples. But the Greeks 
gave us not only the word for 
it, but the precedent for this 
kind of writing. 

The Greek parody was a comic 
imitation df a serious poem or 
other writing. And the word's 
origin as “beside the ode” be- 
comes more dramatic when we 
consider that the parody so often 
had the object of contradicting or 
disproving the words which it

Hearing Aids 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


F you ate hard of hearing and if a hearing aid will help, you 
| are cheating yourself by not wearing one. 

Modern hearing aids are almost miracles of ingenuity 
in electronic engineering. They are essentially tiny. public 
address systems weighing only a few ounces. One or another 
of the several quality hearing aids now on the market can help 
many people with partial deafn-ss. 

However, only one out of three partly-deaf pebple now 
wear hearing aids. About 2,000,000 persons in the United 
States who do not have hearing aids might benefit from using 
them.

THEY CANNOT BENEFIT everyone who is hard of hear- 
ing or deaf. One way to find out if a hearing aid can help 
you is to try out several different makes with several different 
types of ear-pieces available. 3 

In learning to wear spectacles, you have to get used to 
them (especially in the case of bifocals). So it is with hearing 
aids. A little training is needed as well as exper:ence in the 
setting of the controls and the best position of the microphone. 

Sometimes when a hearing aid alone does not give suf- 
ficient help, instruction in lip-reading 1s necessary. The two 
work well together. Often the use of both will restore to a 
deaf person all that is needed for normal communications 
when the hearing aid alone is not sufficient. 

Hearing aids are no more a sign of age or of any shameful 
weakness than are spectacles. You will find children and 
young people all over the country wearing either spectacles or 
hearing aids. This is especially true since 1945. The young 
men who suffered hearing losses in military service were 
fitted with hearing aids and trained in their use.

Thus did I learn the reactions 
of a condemned man saved by the 
Governor's reprieve. A minor, 
and without an agent, I had to 
get Daddy’s permission. This was 
forthcoming at once. The picture 
was “When Men Betray.” It was 
made in June, within a month of 
the closing of “The Squab Farm.” 
For the first time I felt I was 
on my way. The film was as trif- 
ling as it was silent, but employ- 
ment in it meant I was self- 
sustaining, in no immediate dan- 
ger of recall. 


I had just finished “When Men 
Betray,” when Samuel Goldwyn 
baited me with an offer to appear 
opposite Tom Moore in “Thirty- 
a-Week.” It was completed in
